Dr. Ualley was born In Tennessee 
and would lutve be^n 58 yean old to- 
day. Hit first important paatorate, 
afttr hta gradnation from tlie Bouth- 
•n Baptiit Theological Seminary In 
louiivllle, wu in WInoheiter, where 
ho ramaintd for ten yean, going from 
that oity to Bhelbyrille, where bis pa«- 
tonte continued from 1907 to 1912. 

He rcBlgned his charse at Shclby- 
vllle to accept a call to Macon, Ga.. 
and from there ho went in turn to 
Texarkunii and .Arkadelphia, Ark., and 
from the latter place came to Mays- 
vlUe. He resigned the pastorate of the 
local church to become one of the ac- 
credited evangellsta of hie church and 
in that capacity he condooted meet- 
ings all over the South. 

Dr. Bailey wu regarded u one of 
the outstanding pulpit onton of bis 
denomination and his work' in the 
evangelistic field wa3 attended by 
marked success. He continued In this 
work until he accepted the call to 
Alexandria in September. 

Dr. Bailey is survived by three 
children of his first marrlaKC Mrs. 
John K. Davis and Mrs. Mark A. 
Wakefield, Shelbyville, and llcrnard 
Bailey, New York City; his second 
wife, who was Miss Qoldle Coots, of 
Shelbyville, and one daughter, BeUy 
Lea. 

Dr. Bailey's body wu seat from 
Altsaadrla mday aftenioim, and will 
arrive at SheHbyvtlla Sunday morning

Tokio, Nov. B. — Premier Hara was 
fatally stabbed I the broant Friday at 
the railroad station in Toklo. He died 
an hour later. 

The assassin, who Is nineteen years 
old and demented, wu arruted. 

Tho premier wu on his way to 
Kioto to attend a political meeting. 
He died in the station where he wu 
attacked. 

Viscount Yttsiiya Ichlda, f(irch:ii 
minister, is acting xh premier. 

The assassination of Premier Hara 
comes at a dramatic moment, when 
tho Japanese dcicRatlon waa assemb- 
ling for the Washington conference 
and when Japanese are Intensely In- 
terested in the International hisues In 
which Premier Hara has until now 
taken such an Important part. He bad 
iiocn urged to head the delegation to 
Washington, but finally decided that 
his services would be better employed 
at home
